These pot-grown plants will be ready on and after August Ist, and if set out any 
time before September 15th they will grow into fine plants and bear a full crop 
of luscious fruit the next season, being a clear gain of one year over the ‘“‘ground 
layer” plants, which is certainly worth much more than the slight difference in 
first cost. They are much superior to the ordinary ground layers usually sold, as 
there is no loss of fine roots in taking them up, and they can be shipped safely 
to distant parts of the United States. They may be transplanted at any season, 
and it will scarcely check their growth; the earlier the pot-grown plants can be 
planted after August Ist, the larger they will grow and the more berries they 
will produce the next spring. 

We do not offer a long list of varieties in Strawberries, but only such as 
may be considered the best of existing sorts.

Brief Directions for Culture 


Perfect—versus—Imperfect Flowering Strawberries— The blossoms of 
strawberries are either staminate (perfect flowering) or are destitute of stamens 
and are termed pistillate (imperfect flowering). Pistillate varieties must have a 
row of some perfect flowered sort flowering at the same time planted every nine 
or twelve feet apart among them, or better yet, every third or fourth plant in 
the row, to pollenize their blossoms. When properly pollenized the pistillate 
varieties are usually the most prolific. 


Strawberries require rich, well-tilled soil, the plants should be set 15 inches 
apart, in rows 2 feet apart, 100 plants will plant 4 rows, 30 feet long. Firm the 
plants well in the soil, keep thoroughly cultivated and cut off ali runners. In the 
middle of December cover the beds to a depth of 3 inches with salt meadow 
hay, straw or leaves. In April, as soon as the plants show an indication of 
growth, push the covering away from the plants to allow them to come up 
through. This “mulching” protects the plants from the cold in winter and the 
heat in summer, keeps the fruit clean and prevents the growth of weeds.

AUTUMN FRUITING STRAWBERRIES 


These varieties will produce fruit at the same season as the ordinary straw- 
berries and keep on bearing until frost, yet to get the best results the blos- 
soms should be kept cut off until August 1st so as to conserve the energies of 
the plants for the fall crop. Treated in that way ripe fruit will be borne in 
about three weeks after that date and continuously until frost. One grower 
by that method gathered nearly 400 quarts from 500 plants set out in the 
spring; a splendid demonstration of their productive power. The plants must 
not be allowed to suffer for water in the fruiting season and a mulch will be 
found to be of great advantage. Good cultivation is essential for the best re- 
sults in all crops and in growing these strawberries a little extra attention will 
pay well. There is no more trouble to grow them than the ordinary straw- 
berries but they have to be attended to in proper season.

Perennial Plants for a Rock Garden 


The construction of a Rock Garden is very simple, especially where stones are plentiful. 
Often, after clearing up new grounds, masses of stones will be present which would be dif- 
ficult to dispose of, and these can be used to good advantage. 

Select a partially shaded location where the ground has ordinary moisture and is well- 
drained. Begin by placing the stones so as to allow the moisture from rains to run into 
the garden and not away from it. After placing a stone in position, work the soil in well 
around it in order to allow the moisture to work up among the stones and give the proper 
conditions for growing rock plants. Any air spaces that are left between the stones will 
prevent an even degree of moisture in the garden. 

Rock gardens can be made any height desired, but are usually not more than 10 to 15 
inches above the surrounding ground. When building the upper course, be sure that plant- 
ing spaces 8 to 10 inches in diameter are left so that a number of plants can be planted on 
the top. ;

Notes on Culture.—Hardy Perennial plants are suited to almost every sort of a garden, thriv- 
ing as happily in the city yard or village as in the elaborate grounds of a country estate. 


They are usually planted in beds of greater length than width, skirting a background of hardy 
shrubs, a fence or a building. Plant wherever possible in masses or clumps. Massed effects of 
color are always more attractive than a haphazard mixture, particularly if the colors are blended 
with regard to harmony or contrast. By using a plentiful admixture of white, perennial flowers 
of almost every conceivable color, tint or shade, may be grouped harmoniously in the border, 
and thus will be obtained a garden that will be interesting and charming and glorious with color 
from early spring, during the entire summer and far into the autumn. 


The herbaceous border has usually no regular or formal design. If made entirely of peren- 
nials it will look better if at least five feet wide. On the other hand, in small grounds where 
there is already a hedge or shrub border facing the lawn it is an easy matter to widen this out 
two feet or more and plant perennials along the edge. 


No exact rules can be laid down as to arrangement, which of course, depends on the individual 
taste. However, the taller varieties should form the background with the dwarfer kinds in 
front, and the groups be interwoven so that all formal lines are avoided.

ROCK GARDEN COLLECTION OF SEEDS 


SUMMER IS THE BEST TiME TO BUILD A ROCK GARDEN 


Rock Gardens may be divided roughly into two classes: those made out on the open 
ground, and those formed by utilizing a bank or terrace. If upon the open ground, mark out 
the site with a spade, and have it irregular, with plenty of bays to afford different aspects 
for the plants, as some prefer sunlight, others partial shade. This done, excavate the site 
to a depth of three feet, throwing the earth to one side. Then fill the space dug out with 
stones, shale, gravel, etc., to the former level, and replace the earth excavated, adding new 
soil until the mound is the required height. Let it settle for a week and place the rocks in 
position on the soil mound. If the ground is well drained, no excavating is needed. Choose 
rocks of various sizes, placing the larger ones at the bottom, and build up. The idea is to 
place them so they look as if thrown there by some great upheaval of the past and partly 
buried in the ground. 

Preparations for a Rock Garden must be made ahead, if all the plants used are peren- 
nials which will not bloom the first year. Seeds should be planted outdoors on the Rock 
Garden in the places they are to grow early in Spring and up to July 15th.
